"Nursing is one of the most beautiful rnd tender of all the 
arts of life," 

There is 8 tSma in every girl's life when jumping-rope, 
hop-scotch, and big mo:nma dolls are her main worry. I had a 
glimpse of my poosible profession the day I hed my tonsils 
removed, upon reaching the ripe old age of eight years. 

At the school clinic, everyone's tonsils were being 
checked. -/hen my turn came, the nurse approached me with a 
sunny 3mile and a smooth flat sticky 

"Open wide, and say "^H'' ; dear* That's 
right, say it good and Doud. Enlarged',' 
she said to her assistant* 

As I stood watching tils iBim&cula toly groomed person I 
thought, "Gee, but she looks nice, rnd she smells so sweet" 
I wondered wh:.t it would b e like to be dressed in a stiff 
white uniform, white shoes rnd stoe'ejngs, and that adorable 
little cap with the black band fascinated me beyond words. 

As time went on , I thought constantly about becoming a 
nurse, smelling like medicine e«ll the time, wearing a rust- 
ling white uniform, nd, oh yes, a blue cape with a bright 
red lining when it is cold. As I became older 1 realized I 
had been building up this nursing profession in a sphere all 
of my own • I began to analyze the principles underlying 
it. Every time I visited a hospjtsl, the intoxicating odors 
that engulf it, senb a tingling sensation through my veins, 

..hen I was in high school, there were many times, that I 
was undecided whether to becoue a nurse or not. As I thought 
of the hard work and obstacles that I must overcome, I 
changed my mind many times. There was a period when I had 
decided not to follow this profession. In the midst of my 
perplexity, my younger brother was seized with an attack of 
apoundicitis , Being the oily one at home with him at the 
time, the responsibility of helping hi:n fell to me. After 
ths crisis was over, everyone including myself breathed a 
profound sigh of relief. This incident really enlightened 
me as to what an honorable career nursing could be. Just the 
thought of havin g helped in some small wry to relieve him 
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suffering made me want to become a nurse more than anything 
else in the world. 

The next stopping stone is the selection of a school of 
nursing and srath acceptance, which is' no small problem, b-15 eve 
mo.. Naturally, I would like the best training possible. By 
writing to the American Nurses Association and requesting a 
list of the accredited training schools, the required informa 
ticn is promptly forwarded. Generally, the mail arrives in 
truckloads. One doesn't mind, sitting barely inches from 
the ceiling on the stacks of pamphlets and journals, happily 
thumbing through them reading and dreaming. 

Selecting a braining school is only the beginning. Next 
is for them to accept you! After the joyous tidings of ack- 
nowledgement arrive, the succeeding days are spent taking 
tedious physical, mental, and aptitude examinations. So many 
"shots'' are given to the prospective student, she can undoubt 
edly qualify as an understudy for a pincusionl 

With spirits soaring, the student nurse embarks on her 
career with the thoughts of beginning a new life. SI.* enters 
the portals of the nurses 1 home and pauses for a moment gu&ing 
with awe and pure exhiliration at the edifice which is to be 
home for the next three years. 

In a great many respects, life in a nursing school is 
like that in a college or boarding school. Grades are con- 
sidered, personal interviews are an important factor, and a 
person's adaptability is measured, '^he applicant must be at 
least eighteen years of age, and have the necessary academic 
a"d personal requirements. She must have a liking for people 
integrity, imagination, kindnet H . sympathy, a keen sense of 
humor, anl above all the virtues of all virtues PATIENCE. 

One soon finds that nursing is more than just wearing a 
uniform and smiling at people. There is constant and endless 
studying, nerve wracking at times, but it usually pays divi- 
dends . 

Roomates and friends share joys and sorrows, qualms about 
ft v *imihations, and trepidations of the first day of duty " ih 
the wards. There are class activities such as student organi 
7»*tions, clubs, dances, holiday parties Wiich all in all seem 
to keep one well occupied. 

Keeping up with the outside interest is imoortant, too. 
The schools have their own particular traditions and customs, 
which make a girl feel she "belongs", 'inere are professional 
associations also, where new friends are made and news and 
views on the world of nursing are exchanged. 

On the sober or serious sides of the course are class 

rooms, IJbr.r', and laboratories where students work and stun 
During the pre-clinical or probationary period, students sper 
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contacts with reel va „ a ^ to put into practice the 

SS^«S4S they have' learned in classes.

for nursing today knows no bounds. The common cause is want- 
ing to help, and showing partiality for human life tnrough 
skill and knowledge. 

Nursing one of the youngest professions, is among the 
first to recognize that those who serve are "one with each 
other", rjgardles of r-ce, color, or creed, Tnis too, in my 
opinion, is essential in the principles of nursing.

Picture, if you will, a hot sunny day with no clouds or 
breezes, '^hia is the kind of day you look for the coolest 
part of the house and just want to take life easy even if it 
is only for a little while. But not all people share the 
same id:as. There are model fans, who on a day like this, 
pack up their equipment and flock to the o ;en field where 
thoy will enjoy themselves for the whole day, usually. You 
may wonder who would venture out into this 98 heat. Wo li- 
no calls himself a "BALSA BUTCHER". You majy wonder what a 
"BALSA BUTCHER" is. Well, he is a modol airplane buildor and 
flyer. I am one of many of those "BALSA BUTCIIERS". 

Paradise to him is the smell of burning menthanol, the 
high-aitchod scream of the ultra small motors of the . 0k5 
cubic inch displacement, or the deep roar of the .600 cubic 
inch "monsters". He loves the sight of a free-flight model, 
drifting lazily in and out of the thermals at an altitude of 
nearly 500 foot* He thrills at the 3ight of a shiny, sleek, 
speed model traveling at close to 100 miles -per -hour . There 
are also those who like the sight of a control-line model 
doing aerobatics such as power -lives, inverted flight, win^- 
overs, vertical G's and horizontal 8's. The model builer 
lives in ? world of miniature aeronautics. 

The model builder is easily distinguished by his bat- 
tered fingers (*hich many times have been caught in "props"
